Ten 
years later, when “Father” Paul 
brought his orchestra to Carnegie 
Hall and flipped a baton before 
an audience in swallow-tails, he 
was dubbed dean of modern 
American music.

Salinas is again at the top of the Northern California Junior 
College Conference. After three weeks of being in the runner-up 
spot, the Panthers finally succeeded in pulling themselves into 
first place over Stockton. 

Stockton was knocked over by Placer by the score of 7-6, at 
Placer. This fact, together with Salinas’ triumph over Marin last 
Friday night, puts us one half game in the lead. The entire Panther 
squad can thank the Placer boys for the kind consideration of their 
title aspirations. Before the Placer-Stockton game, it looked bad 
for Salinas, but the “Miner” boys managed to take the Bengal Cubs 
into camp on their own field. We would like to sympathize with 
the Bengal Cubs in their hour of despair but we cannot do more 
than shed crocodile tears in their behalf. They must know now how 
the Panthers felt last year after they had kicked three conversions 
squarely between the goal posts only to have them called back by 
hometown officiating and lose out byeone point to the same Placer 
team.
